As the Family Planning Programme has been given 
the highest priority In the developmental activities of the country, it became 
necessary to recruit staff for Implementation of it in the Armed Forces without 
waiting for the decision on those points. The rules have, therefore, been given 
retrospective effect from 1st May, 1967. It is certified that the interests of no 
one will be prejudicially affected by reason of the retrospective operation of these 
rules.
